Fort Randall

Fort Randall was established by General W.S. Harney in 1856 about seventy five miles above Yankton on he
Missouri River. It included numerous buildings such as hospital, guard house, store houses, magazine, pump
house and church. The chapel was constructed in 1875 by the soldiers from chalkstone. The structure contained
the church, post library and an 1.0.0.F Hall. It was abandoned as a military fort in 1884 and completely
abandoned in 1892.
